sale in the Spartanburg market yesterday and 
to-day, firmly believing from all we can learn 
and from all indications that there is a delib- 
erate attempt among the cotton buyers and 
cotton mille to cripple our order and defeat 
our co-operative pian of ing and selling 
our cotton ; therefore be 1 
„Resolved, That we take our cotton off this 

market and sell it in some other market, and 
we recommend that members of the alliance 
hereafter as far as possible kee their cotton 
away from the &partanhurg market.’ 

Charleston, the largest city In the State, has 
been boycotted by the Butler County All. 
ance, whose membersare forbidden to send 
any cotton to Charleston. The alilance has 
adopted a new method of disposing of all of 
ite cotton on a given day. ta up a pro- 
cession of cotton wagons and marches into 
the nearest town. The cotton is then offered 
for sale, and unless satisfactory pries are 
obtained the procession returns to the farms, 
either storing the cotton or taking it back to 
the barns. many parts of the State the 
farmers are holdin bed their cotton, and as 
a consequence there are complaints of 

dull business. Tne boycott promises to 
assume large dimensions, and next year it 
may get into the politica) campaign. 


FIELDS OF FIRE.

LiIsnox, Oct. 19.— The King of Portugal, who 
has been illfor some time, died to-day. His 


death occurred at II o’clock inthe morning. 


The Duke of Braganza,eldest son of the King, 
who succeeds to the throne, will assume the 
title of Carlos I. 


A Sketch of His Life. 


The late King was the son of Donna Maria 
II., Queen of Portugal, and Don Fernando, 
Prince of Saxe Coburg. He was born in Ooto- 
ber, 1838, and his royal mother had bim bap- 
tized Louis-Philippe-Marie-Ferdinand-Pierre- 
d' Aleantara- Antoine-Michel- Baphael-Gabriel- 
Gonzague - Xavier - Francoise d’ Assise - Jean- 
Jules- Auguste-Volfando-de Braganza - Bour- 
bon. He visited this country in 1664, in 
company with his elder brother, when 
he bore the title of Duke ‘He 


of Oporto. 


Louis I., Late King of Portugal. 
afterwards attained the rank of a Captain in 
the Portuguese navy. He succeeded to the 
throne on the death of his brother, King 
P V., on November 11, 1861. On October 
6, 1802, he married Pia the youngest daughter 
of Victor Emanuel, by whom he had two 
sons, Carlos and Alphonso. 

In 1877 His Majesty published a translation 
into Portuguese of Hamlet. It was fol- 
lowed in 1880 by a eranclation of the ‘‘Merchant 
of Venice.’’ In that year also he completed his 
translation of Richard III.“ A

“APPOINTED COMMIS- 


SIONER OF PENSIONS. 


The Appointee a Native of Tiinots, but 
Now a Resident of Washington — His 
Military and Political Services — Sworn 
Iu To- Day He Takes Control on Monday— 


WasHInoTor, D. O., Oct. 19.—The President 
to-day appointed Gen. Green B. Raum of Ul- 
nois to be Commigsioner of Pensions. He will 
be sworn ip at noon to-day. 

Gen. Raum was born in Goleonda, Pope 
County. III., December 3, 1629. He received 
a common school education, studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1858. In 1856 he re- 
moved with his family to Kansas and at once 
affiliated with the Free State party. Secom- 
ing obnoxious to the pro-siavery faction, 
he returned the following year to Un- 
mois and settled at Harrisburg. At 
the opening of the civil war he made his first 
speech asa ‘‘war’’ Democrat while he was 
attending court at Metropolis, Lil. Subse- 
quently he entered the army as Major of the 
Fifty-sizth Illinois Regiment, and was pro- 
moted Lieutepant-Coione!l, Colonel and Brevet 
Brigadier-General. He was made Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers on the 15th of Febru- 
ary, 1865, which commiésion he resigned on 
May6. He served under Gen. Wm. 8. Rose- 
crans in the Mississipp! campaign of 1862. 
At the battle of Corinth he ordered and 
led the charge that broke the Confederate 
left and captured a battery. He was with 


Gen. Grant at Vicksburg and was wounded at 


the battle of Missionary Ridge in November, 
188. During the Atlanta * he held 
the lines of communication from Dalton to 
— 4 ng and from —— tre gay Ga. In 
Octo 1864, be reinforced , Ga, and 
held it against Gen. John B. Boca. In 1866 he 
obtained a charter forthe Cairo & Vincennes 
Rallroad, alded in securing its construction 
and became its first President. He was then 
elected to Congress and served from the 4th 
of March, 1867 to the $d of March, 1869. 
ne was President of the Illinois Republican 
Convention, and ia the same ear he 
was a delegate to the pational conven- 
tion of that party at Cincinnati. He was 
appointed Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
7 1 1876, and retainea the office till May 
1883. uring this period he collected 
5080, 000,000, and disbursed $30,000,000 without 
loss. He wrote ‘*Reports’’ of his bureau for 
seven successive years. He is also the author 
ot The Existing Conflict Between Republi- 
can Government and Soutbern 4 — & ” 
He is r practicing law ia hing- 
ton, * 

The sppointment is generally considered 
bere as an excellent one. Gen. Baum is a 
prominent member of the G. A. R. 

Gen. Raum appeared at the Pension Office 
this morning, and after taking the oath of 
office was presented to the chiefs of divisions 
and other officers. Gen. Raum will enter upon 
the discharge vf his official duties Monday 
morning.

Death of Nathaniel Dans.

New Tonk, Oct. 19.—Nathaniel Dunn, a close 
student and writer on educational subjects, 
who, during his long life was associated with 
many noted men, died on Thursday at No. 8 


Bank street, where he bad lived for the last 
He would bave been 8 years 
old on June 20 next. Mr. Dunn graduated 
from Bowdoin College in the celebrated class 
of ’25. It is celebrated because in it were 
Longfellow, Hawthorne, Joha 8. C. Abbott 
and his brother Jacob, Pitt Fes- 
senden and many otbers who af- 
terward rose to distinction. President Franklin 
Pierce was with Mr. Duna at college, but he 
@raduated a year earlier. After leaving col- 
lege Mr. Dunn became the first preceptor of 
the Wesleyan Methodist Academy at Wilibra- 
bam, Mass. He came to New York in 1838 and 
interested himself in educational matters. 
Mr. Dunn’s mind turned towards poetry fre- 
guently, and he wrote among other poems an 
epic, which he called Satan Chained.’’ At 
the semi-centennial of the Bowdoin class of 
280 held at Brunswick, Me., July 46, 
1875, he was chosen one of the poets with 
Longfellow, who on that occasion read 
**Morituri Salutamis.’’ Mr. Dunn was always 
a Republican, and before the war he was an 
active, though not water, known Abolitionist. 
Wendell Philitps and William Lioyd Garrison 
were his close friends.

SLASHED WITH A RAZOR, 


Desperate Attempt to Reba Northern Con- 
trai Conductor Last Night. 


Conductor James Murley of the Northern 
Central Street Railway, had anarrow escape 
from serious injury at the hands of an un 
known negro last night.

New Yorn, Oct. 10.— Rev. John McDowell 
Leavitt, who for more than forty years has 
been a clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal 
Onurch, has recently decided to free himself 
from the burden of ita doctrines and cast his 
lot withthe Reformed lans. Asa 
resident of the diocese of New York he has 
sent his formal letter of resignation to Bishop 
Potter, and will make his public declaration 
of independence to-morrow morning at 11 
o'clock at the First Reformed Episcopal 
Church, Madison avenue and Fifty-fifth 
etreet. Bro. Leavitt has long bad this step 
in mind and «has finally been forced 
to take it because of his ‘‘abhorrence 
of the growing tendency in the Eviscopal 
Church toward ecclesiastical ritualism and the 
rapid annihilation of its protestant element 
through the introduction of the rites, forms 
and superstitions of the Chureb of Rome. 
His action will cause considerable attention, 
particularly in view of the fact that it comes 
just ata time when the Triennial Convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Oburcb is in ses- 
sion is this city. 

| HIS LITERARY WORK. 

Dr. Leavitt is well known, not only asa 
clergyman of power and learning, but as an 
author and publisher. He founded and 
edited the International Review and has been for 
several years the editor of the Church 
Review. Perhaps the best known of bis books 
are ‘‘Americans in Rome, ‘‘Reasons for 
Faith inthe Nineteenth Oentury,’’ ‘‘Visions 
of Soly Ma, Old Worlé Tradigus from the 
New World Life’’ and ‘‘Hymns to our King. 
Mostof his life has been spent in collegiate 
and editorial work. He was born in Steuben-

The New York 7imes is able to state this upon 
ungu estionabdle authority. 

The present intentions of the millionaire 
magnates in this trust are not newly con- 
ceived. As long ago as last winter they bad 
so far discerned and appreciated the drift of 
public sentiment regarding trusts 46 
to become. convinced that they had 
much to gain by an abandonment of 
the trust idea with ite secrets and mysteries. 
So impressed, indeed, were the controllers of 
the property then of the necessities of the 
case, they caused to be organized under the 
laws of New Jersey a corporation known as 
the Cotton Oil Co. of New Jersey. They 
made up ite directory of dummies; thelr at- 
torneys, their friendehnd their clerks. Law- 
yer Wm. Nelson Cromwell was at the head of 
its directory list. Mr. Oromweliis the New 
York attorney of the Cotton Oil Trust. 

A SKAG ENCOUNTERED. 

This corporation proceeded far enough to 
take in certain Texas properties belonging to 
the Cotton Ol Trusttill emergencies arose 
that for atime brought its progress to a halt. 
It was then Intended to merge the Cotton Oll 
Trust into this Jersey corporation. But this 
snag was struck—New Jersey law prohibits 
such a merger, in so far as they require a con- 
solidation, and to do this it was found neces- 
sary to organize still another corporation. 
This was one, the new corporation being 
called the National Cotton Co, Its organiza- 
tlon became known yesterday. Its directors 
are the same as are those controlling the 
other company and thus when business closed 
yesterday the Cotton Oil Trust found itself 
financially in a position where its machinery 
was absolutely perfected for the conversion 
from ite trust character into an ordinary busi-

secrets and under the control of its owners 

rather than of trustees responsible to nobody.
